MOSES TALKS TO 
SCHOOL ON UW 
AND OBEDIENCE 


By request of the High School 
faculty, local business men have 
spoken this spring at the v.'eekly as¬ 
sembly on timely and current topics. 
These addresses have been appreci¬ 
ated by the student body and the 
town leaders are deserving of thanks 
for their unselfishness in devoting 
time to the school. The following 
address by Attorney O. L. Moses, 
made on Tuesday of this week, we 
deem of interest to our readers be¬ 
cause of its mention of the Chamber 
of Commerce work and its appeal 
for respect of our laws and obedi¬ 
ence to those in authority: 

Obedience 

Shortly after my selection as 
president of the Alamosa County 
Chamber of Commerce, I was asked 
by Superintendent Allen to get the 
members of that organization to ad¬ 
dress the student body of the Ala¬ 
mosa High School each week, and I 
think you will be gratified to know 
that of all the men whom I called 
upon to perform this service only 
one declined. The others, without 
exception, not only accepted the in¬ 
vitation, but accepted it cheerfully. 

I believe that it was the desire of 
these men to be of service which 
prompted them to accept the invita 
tion and I hope that this course of 
short addresses by business and pro¬ 
fessional men has been of some as¬ 
sistance to you and that because of 
their efforts in your behalf you will 
go forth, you who graduate this 
year, better equipped to fight the 
battle of life successfully; and that 
you who yet have a year or more of 
preparation before you have been 
helped by these talks to better un¬ 
derstand the need of proper prepar¬ 
ation, the value of thoroughness. 

Of course, I do not know what 
these men have said to you nor how 
well they have discussed the sub¬ 
jects selected. But I feel certain 
that if you have done your part by 
listening attentively this series of 
discussions must have proven help¬ 
ful because all of the men selected 
have been men who have succeeded, 
at least measurably, in their several 
lines of endeavor and each of them 
possessed sufficient character to 
make him realize his duty to the 
community and to make him willing, 

I think in all cases, or nearly all, 
anxious to be of service to you. 

I did not include myself among 
those who were to address you for 
two reasons. First, because the 
others accepted so readily that the 
full time allowed was soon taken 
up and I found that we had a man 
for each week before I realized that 
I was depriving myself of the oppor¬ 
tunity to speak to you. In the sec¬ 
ond place. I realized that with as 
nuuiy men engaged over such a long 
period of time some might find it 
impossible to meet the engagement 
and that I could then take their 
place. 

You will be interested in knowing 
that Mrs. Martin, the very efficient 
assistant secretary of our organiza¬ 
tion, who looks after details with 
care and accuracy and who takes a 
deep and most commendable Inter¬ 
est in making the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce a really useful and helpful 
institution, not only prepared a list 
of the speakers and the several dates 
upon which they were to speak to 
you, but each week has called up the 
the speakers and reminded them of 
their engagement so that they 
would not overlook it. It is nearly 
always true that whatever men do 
that is commendable or worth while 
is due to the inspiration or guidance 
of some good woman. It is also 
generally true that the woman re¬ 
mains in the background happy and 
content in the knowledge of having 
done her duty while the man gets 
the credit of having performed the 
service. This series of addresses is 
no exception to the rule. But for 
Mrs. Martin’s interest in her work 
and her faithful and efficient service 
these engagements would not have 
been so well kept. She called mo up 
and informed me of the fact that 
Rev. J. Archibald McNulty, who was 
to speak to you today, would not 
be able to fill the engagement be¬ 
cause of his being out of the state, 
and that I would have to take his 
place. I am pleased to have this 
opportunity to inform you as to the 
part she has taken and the interest 
she has shown in you and your wel¬ 
fare as well as in all other matters 
which seemed to be helpful to the 
city, the county, or the valley. 

It must be assumed, of course, 
that Professor Allen’s object in ar¬ 
ranging for the series of talks which 
have been delivered by business and 
professional men was to be of some 
practical assistance and help to you 
students in obtaining an education, 
as it must be his sole purpose as 
superintendent of the city schools to 
see that you obtain the greatest 
amount of good from the time which 
you devote to your studies, and that 
your term results in the best possi¬ 
ble preparation for future activities 
whether they consist of additional 
years of preparation in colleges or 
universities or in entering upon the 
active duties of citizenship. 

Some of you perhaps will be for¬ 
tunate enough to enter college and 
make still further preparation before 
being required to go out in the 
world to earn your own place as a 
member of the community. Others 
will shortly leave behind them the 
most Important days of their exist¬ 
ence—the days devoted to prepara¬ 
tion. 

Perhaps you deem it of first im¬ 
portance that you should fill your 
mind with facts and figures and 
train it to such a point of efficiency 
as will enable you to readily solve 
the problems with which you may 
be confronted. But as you grow 
older you will find, as all thinkers 
have discovered, that the most im¬ 
portant part of an education is the 
development of character and that 
the most necessary prerequisite to

IN. MEX. CENTRAL 
URGED TO BUILD 
ROAD TO VALLEY 


At the session of the San Luis 
A'alley Federated Chambers of Com¬ 
merce last week, C. S. Bitkins, of 
Romeo, made the following speech: 

I wish to talk 'o you of the neces¬ 
sity of our tal ng some decisive, 
combined, aggressive action toward 
securing a southern broadgauge out¬ 
let and inlet, which also means the 
forcing of a better northern or east¬ 
ern broadgauge outlet and inlet, 
something that Is absolutely feasible 
and the foundation of making our 
section one that will double itself 
as to population and production in 
a very short time. 

It is also just as important a mat¬ 
ter for the D. & R. G. AA’. system, as 
it would mean placing this branch 
of their system on a profit paying 
basis that wp'uld ^probably exceed 
that of any other portion of a like 
mileage. To enable you to under¬ 
stand the possibilities for the rail¬ 
road in such an improvement, I wish 
to give you some data that I am 
sure will be to a very great extent a 
surprise to you. 

It is estimated that 250,000 tons 
of coal, or something like 10,000 car 
loads of this item are shipped an¬ 
nually from Colorado and New Mex¬ 
ico to El Paso, Texas, for domestic 
and industrial purposes; also that 
from 75,000 to 100,000 tons of coal, 
or approximately 3,0 00 carloads, go 
thru El Paso into Mexico, handled 
out from that point by the Mexican 
Central Central Railroad. Enormous 
quantities of this item are also han¬ 
dled over the E. P. & S. AV., and 
Southern Pacific for smelters located 
in Mexico and Texas. Statistics 
show that over 3.0 00 carloads of 
coal are annually delivered to the 
railroads at Deming, N. M., for for¬ 
warding south, and in addition to 
this, hundreds of carloads of coke 
used for smelter purposes. Phoenix, 
Globe, Miami, Tucson and in fact 
the entire southern portion of Ari¬ 
zona, are largely dependent on se¬ 
curing their coal supplies from Colo¬ 
rado and New Mexico. 

Thus far I have mentioned only 
the possibilities of coal business, 
which is an enormous item, and with 
tbe opening of the vast bodies of 
high-grade coal in the San Juan 
Valley, as well as the coal bodies of 
northern New Mexico, just south of 
us, this one item would many times 
over reimburse the D. & R. G. AV. 
or any other railroad system for the 
construction of a broadgauge outlet. 

In addition to this there would be 
the great saving to the transporta¬ 
tion company handling this traffic, 
on the potato, hay, grain and live- 
Rto-ck shipments of the Valley, which 
are now going south and west, by 
the avoidance of transfers, the 
greatlv increased tonnage that could 
be handled with a less amount of 
employed labor, and the saving of 
hours of time to both transporta¬ 
tion company and shipper. Some 
weeks ago I cited the incident of 
the shipment of five trainloads of 
fat hogs sent out of the San Luis 
Valley south from Alamosa in nar¬ 
row gauge equipment. To move 
these hogs to Santa Fe via the pres¬ 
ent equipment, required the services 
of a total of over forty men and 
twelve engines for a period of from 
twelve to fourteen hours, while to 
have handled the same shipments 
had this line been broad-gauged 
from Antonlto to Santa Fe, would 
have required two engines and ten 
men for a period of eight hours. 
Under the present arrangement, it 
required the expense of approxim¬ 
ately 500 hours of man labor and 
100 hours of engine service, where¬ 
as, if the road were broad-gauged, 
it would have taken less than 100 
hours of man labor and about six¬ 
teen hours of engine service, or ap¬ 
proximately one-sixth of the engine 
service and about one-fifth of the 
labor expense as to the transporta¬ 
tion side of the question, and would 
have saved the shipper from ten to 
twelve hours of time in transit and 
transfer time at Santa Fe. 

On the incoming shipments to 
Colorado and points contiguous, 
there are many cars of canned goods, 
green fruits and vegetables, citrus 
fruits, beans ,burlap bags and items 
of this nature that come to and thru 
El Paso for our territory; and on 
both in and out shipments, that is, 
items received at and forwarded 
from El Paso, the shipping records 
show something like 35,000 carloads 
of freight items aside from the large 
amount of local merchandise han¬ 
dled at that point. 

If this line from Antonito to Santa 
Fe were broad-gauged, with proper 
connection arrangements at Santa 
Fe, it is proper to assume that the 
D. & R. G. W., or any system that 
would give the Valley a broadgauge 
outlet, could with a reasonable 
amount of aggressive soliciting, se¬ 
cure at least one-fourth of this busi¬ 
ness, which should mean from one- 
fourth to one-half a million dollars 
from the coal traffic alone. 

Nearly all of this business would 
be available as business secured in 
their own territory and not only as¬ 
sist in developing and building up 
the section thru which this road 
passes and in which it is rightfully 
presumed to be interested as to the 
improving of the natural opportu¬ 
nities for traffic existing in that ter¬ 
ritory. In addition to this export 
business and the AVestern business 
available, there is no lucid reason 
but to the contrary the most logical, 
practical reasons, for the business 
moving this way from El Paso, so 
that at least one-half of it pass 
thru the San Luis Valley over this 
road to destination points of the 
Valley and points north in Colorado 
and Wyoming. 

In addition to these freight mat¬ 
ters, there is the passenger traffic 
item in both directions, of which we 
have as yet made no mention. When 
you take into consideration the fact 
that this route would shorten the 
distance between El Paso and Den-

ver to the extent of sixty or seventy 
miles; that it would permit the 
traveler to pass thru much more in¬ 
teresting country than the most used 
present route; that it would give 
them opportunity for a glimpse of 
the attractive, historic city of Santa 
Fe, which would then be on a “thru 
line,’’ it is safe to estimate that sev- 
eniy-five per cent of the traveling 
public would take advantage of this 
route. 

To Sum the matter up, it is not 
at all unreasonable, and not even 
the smallest iota of visionary as¬ 
sumption, to say this broadgaugiiig 
of this little strip of road would 
enable the D. & R. G. W. to increase 
the revenues of their system to not 
only one million dollars per annum 
more than they now enjoy, but with 
the possibility of doubling that 
amount within a short time. 

As a matter of course, this would 
give us of the San Luis Valley an 
inlet and outlet that would mean a 
set of improvements and a prosper¬ 
ous family on every quarter section 
of the entire valley; it would mean 
a city of Alamosa of 30,000 people 
within a short time; it would mean 
that your city might be the distrib¬ 
uting point of one of the most pros¬ 
perous and productive sections of 
the United States, and the building 
up of every town in the valley.

Since that time 
these gentlemen have ’been endeAV- 
oring to either take over that por¬ 
tion of the D. & R. G. from Antonito 
to Santa Fe, or to assist in some 
manner the financing of the broad- 
gauging of this strip of road to give

CONEJOS COUNTY 
FARM NOTES 

(By Bert Minor, County Extension 
-Agent.) 

Don’t forget to plan for that acre 
or half acre of your best land to 
put into potatoes for seed next year. 
That is the best way to improve 
your potatoes. 

J’astui’e Grass 

Have you arranged for that per¬ 
manent pasture? If not, why not? 
If you are thinking of getting a few 
cows npxt year, now’ is the time to 
put in that five-acre patch of perma¬ 
nent pasture. 

Prairie Dogs 

Yes. you can have all the prairie 
dogs you wish. The county is well 
supplied w’ith these active and de¬ 
structive animals. Now is the time 
to feed them well to secure best 
results. Poisoned grain may he 
had from the county farm bureau 
or the county agent. A gallon of 
this grain will make possible the 
growing of several pounds more of 
feed in your pasture if you have a 
good stand of prairie dogs in the 
pasture now. Some claim that three 
prairie dogs eat as much as a sheep. 
If that is so, or nearly so, w'ould it 
not be better to raise sheep than 
prairie dogs? Answer me that, says 
Mutt. 

Silage 

Remember the grass is not green 
in the winter time. So now’ is the 
time to plan on that sunflower sil¬ 
age, for the old bossy, for next w’in- 
:er. Cap. Packard says he has about 
lecided that he would just as soon 
'iiilk two or three good cow’s as to 
milk ten scrubs. Have you thought 
of this matter? Maybe you like to 
milk cows for the pleasure of it, 
more than Mr. Packard does. 

Root Crops 

If you don’t like sunflower silage, 
put in some root crops for your 
COW’S for next winter, mangels, sugar 
beets, or something of that sort. 
Prepare for the worst now’, while 
the preparation is good. 

Slimmer Vacation 

When you have planned and put 
in your crops and begin to think I 
about going on a fishing trip, don’t* 


a proper outlet and inlet, and, in¬ 
cidentally, to give their road ton¬ 
nage and passenger traffic.

The four gentlemen w’ho ow’n the 
New Mexico Central Railroad, and 
who ave prepaied to finance this 
new Hue from Santa Fe to Gallina, 
arfe coming in tomorrow morning on 
the train from Denvei' on their way 
to Santa Fe on matters connected 
with the plan for this new road of 
approximately 100 miles, and before 
closing this evening 1 shall present 
a resolution for the consideration of 
this San Luis Valley Federation of 
Commerce, with the request that 
same be acted upon and that the 
gentlemen above referred to, and I 
shall take great pleasure in intro¬ 
ducing the gentlemen to the com¬ 
mittee in the morning. I can not 
tell you this evening how much I 
wish I had the ability and time to 
present or endeavor to impress upon 
you what this would mean to us. 

A thru passenger train from El 
Paso, Texas, to al Ipolnts north and 
northw’est; a thru freight Service 
delivering to us, with a consider¬ 
able expense saving as to transporta¬ 
tion, our fresh fruits and vegetables, 
canned goods, evaporated fruits, and 
so many other items of this nature 
that are daily used in every home 
in this valley; an outlet for our 
products that would deliver them to 
destination in much less time and 
W’ith less loss by shrinkage and dam¬ 
age in transit; the placing of our 
hay, alfalfa, potatoes, livestock on 
the southern and western markets 
in the same length of time that it 
now takes to put them in Kansas 
City; a new market for our wheat 
or flour products, and so many other 
little things that all go to make 
tlieir part of the big things, that 
enter into the life and upbuilding 
of every section. 

Valley Chamber Commerce Adopts 
Resolutions 

Copy of resolution adopted at a 
special meeting of The San Luis 
Valley Federation of Commerce held 
at Alamosa, Colorado, May 6, 1924: 

“Whereas, The San Luis Valley 
covers an area of approximately 
three million acres of land three- 
fourths of which could be easily 
brought under cultivation; and 

“Whereas, Altho constant effort 
has been put forth for several years 
past to induce the officials of The 
Denver and Rio Grande Western 
Railroad to increase the transporta¬ 
tion and communication facilities of 
the section by increasing their pres¬ 
ent narrow gauge southern outlet to 
.a standard gauge line; and 

“Whereas, Said officials claim that 
it is impossible at this time to 
finance such change: and 

“Whereas, The said section has 
reached its approximate maximum 
production and growth without the 
establishment of further railroad fa¬ 
cilities, Now, Therefore, 

“Be It Resolved, That The San 
Luis Valley Federation of Commerce 
respectfully petition the ow’ners and 
members of the Board of Directors 
of The New Mexico Central Rail- 
w’ay System to use their best efforts 
to secure a broad gauge sysjtem into 
the Valley either thru the improve¬ 
ment of the present southern outlet 
or the construction of a new rail¬ 
road line W’hich will better handle 
the present shipping problems and 
permit the development and settle¬ 
ment of the section.

because they disapprove a certain 
law .they may with impunity disre¬ 
gard it. But one who has thought 
deeply on this subject has declared, 
and declared truly, that 

“The germ of homicidal crime 
lurks in every blow aimed at 
statutory law.” 

And he who violates one law can¬ 
not consistently complain if another 
violates another law. So that if 
you concede for a moment that any 
citizen may with impunity violate 
any law of the land, we must per¬ 
force concede the same right to any 
other citizen, and of course the re¬ 
sult would be that the laws would 
be obeyed only by those who wished 
to obey them and that a condition 
of anarchy would Inevitably result. 

I shall not pursue the matter fur¬ 
ther as I have already taken as much 
time as I should have taken and 
realize that the subject of this dis¬ 
cussion has been one not peculiarly 
appealing to a group of young per¬ 
sons filled with present-day ideas of 
self-reliance and Independence. 

But I do want each of you to give 
some careful thought to the subject 
and come to your own conclusion as 
to whether or not you can safely 
assume the right to disobey either 
the commands of those who have a 
right to direct you or the laws of 
the land which are made to be 
obeyed by every citizen. Each must 
determine for himself and herself 
just what ideal in life shall be 
striven for, but I beg you to remem¬ 
ber this, that the destiny of each of 
you is largely in your own hands 
and that upon the ideal you strive 
for, upon the goal that you set for 
yourself and upon your obedience 
to the laws of nature and of man 
will largely depend your future use¬ 
fulness, happiness and success. 

“This above all: to thine own self 
be true. 

And it must follow, as the night the 
day, 

I Thou canst not then be false to any 
i man.”

' SLOAN ON AUTOMOBILE 

PRICE OUTLOOK 


“It is my opinion that such an¬ 
nouncements as the automotive in¬ 
dustry has been accustomed to make 
during the summer will this year 
indicate a higher trend of prices,” 
says Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., president 
General Motors Corporation. 

“The question can best be under¬ 
stood by an analysis of what has 
taken place so far in the Industry. 
Compare the price that is paid for 
a motor car today with that paid for 
the nearest comparable car six or 
seven years ago. In the case of a 
motor car a smaller number of ac¬ 
tual dollars will purchase an im¬ 
measurably better article judged by 
any standard that may be set. 

“The reason for this is that mo¬ 
tor car manufacturers have reduced 
the price of cars in line with and 
frequently in advance of reduced 
•costs made possible by better engin¬ 
eering and improved manufacturing 
methods. This has accelerated the 
natural increase in volume which in 
turn has made still lower costs and 
subsequently still lower selling 
prices. The manufacturer has been 
satisfied to take a lower profit per 
car, which has been compensated for 
in some degree thru increased turn¬ 
over w'hich in turn tends to equal¬ 
ize the return on capital employed. 

“While additional economies will 
always be possible, there are com¬ 
pensating factors which must be 
given consideration, especially the 
increased cost of distribution, ad¬ 
justment, therefore, must be reach¬ 
ed sooner or later. This will come 
about when the curve of expansion 
flattens out. 

“It is improbable that the con¬ 
sumption of motor cars this year 
will be any greater than last year. I 
believe that prices made last year 
discounted to some extent what was 
believed to be a still expanding vol¬ 
ume. This is evidenced by the fact 
that several manufacturers have al¬ 
ready advanced prices during the 
past few months. I believe the pen¬ 
dulum has swung too far and a re¬ 
action is certain to come until the 
situation is equalized.”

He has an assistant of the attorney gen¬ 
eral’s office trying a case at Gunnison; he has 
requested an investigation of the offices of the 
district attorney and sheriff at Fort Collins, and 
ther^has been some criticism of the advice giv¬ 
er. By the governor in the matter of reputed law¬ 
lessness at Meeker. These participations on the 
part of Governor Sweet in matters that belong 
primarily to the courts whithin whose jurisdic¬ 
tion the cases are located, have evidently sprung 
from requests of some the parties interested. 
It is no arbitrary action on his part, but a re¬ 
sponse to specific importunities made by per¬ 
sons directly interested. In some of the cases, 
perhaps, impetus will be given to enforcement 
of law, and in others vindication of the alert¬ 
ness of the officers will follow. No harm and 
perhaps some good will result generally from 
this expression of willingness on the part of 
the administration to lend its help and influence 
wherever called for. Perhaps Colorado courts 
and their complement of officers need as little 
prodding or assistance as those of any state in 
the country.—Grand Junction Sentinel.

The law 
enforcement squads over the state appear to be 
fairly successful in keeping berths at the pen 
pretty well filled in spite of the “horribly terri¬ 
ble” number of pardons granted. 

For some time the public has been led to be¬ 
lieve that there have been so few inmates at the 
Canon City coop that Warden Tynan would 
soon have to go out and work the public high¬ 
ways himself in order to earn his salary.—Wind¬ 
sor Poudre Valley. 


BONUS BILL A LAW. 


The powerful support the soldier bonus bill 
received, backed up by public sentiment, was 
sufficient on Monday to override the President’s 
veto in the senate, thus assuring its enactment 
into a law. The measure is a compromise and 
is not what many of us would like to have given 
the boys. The main feature of the present plan 
is an endowment insurance policy, running over 
a long period of years and maturing at an aver¬ 
age beneficiary age of around sixty years. The 
policies may be taken out in ordinary insurance 
companies instead of being underwritten by the 
government itself, with the government merely 
paying the premiums. The total cost of the 
plan is estimated at two to three billions, with 
an annual expense to the government of eighty 
millions. The insured will be able to draw some 
cash on their policies, but the benefit will be 
more in the nature of a saving than ready 
money.

Developing Dairying 

Thru Testing 

(Published at the Suggestion of Max 
C. Grandy, Valley Fieldman.) 

Denmark doubled the average pro¬ 
duction of her cows in twenty-four 
years. In Denmark the average but- 
terfat yield per cow increased from 
112 lbs. per year in 1884 to 224 
lbs. in 1908. In other words in 
twenty-four years the average an¬ 
nual production of the Danish cow 
was doubled. It is generally accept¬ 
ed that the cow testing movement 
is almost entirely responsible Cor 
this improvement. The record is in¬ 
deed remarkable when it is reraem- ; 
bered that the average is for the 
entire country. ! 

The cow testing movement began 
in 1892. In Denmark when State 
Counsellor B. Boggild explained how 
records of the individual perform¬ 
ance of the cow could be obtained 
and the result was that fourteen 
farmers agreed to weigh the milk 
from each cow and send samples of j 
it to the creamery. The first asso- ‘ 
ciation started on May 1, 1895, with 
thirteen herds entered. 

The number of associations in 
Denmark has increased every year' 
since. So successful were the re¬ 
sults In Denmark that Germany be-' 
gan similar organizations in 1897.! 
In 1898 Sweden organized her first | 
association. In 1898 Norway or¬ 
ganized her first association. In 
1899 Finland organized her first as-j 
sociation and later associations' 
spread to practically all countries 
where cows were milked. In 1906 
when the first association was organ¬ 
ized in the United States, Denmark | 
jiad 479; Germany had 63; Sweden- 
had 413; Norway had 142; and Fin-j 
land had 38. Since that time asso-j 
piations have increased very materi- i 
ally in all of these countries. I

Colorado Is a leading potato grow¬ 
ing state and stands first in the 
western group. The crop is impor¬ 
tant both as a cash crop and for. 
home consumption. Last year It i 
ranked second in total production 
west of the Mississippi River, being 
only exceeded by Minnesota, and 
ninth in production for the entire 
United States. For the past two 
years, however, Idaho has surpassed 
Colorado in the number of cars 
shipped. 

The shipments of potatoes from 
Colorado loading points up to May 
3. this season, amount to 13,127 
cars compared with 14,570 cars up 
to May 5 last year, with a total last 
season of 15,469 cars. The number 
of cars shipped to date from the 19 
leading late potato states have been 
176,306 cars, compared to 171,211 
cars to the same date last year, with 
a total last year of 186,055. The 
number of cars shipped to date, both 
early and late potatoes, from the' 
entire United States have been 225.,-j 
212 to the same date last year and 
a total last year of 254,158 cars. 

Inquiries on t-he first of March. 
April and May, on the intentions of 
I Colorado farmers to plant potatoes 
;this year, indicate a considerable de¬ 
crease in the acreage to be planted, 
'the last report on May 1 being 92 
I per cent of last year. This would 
mean that approximately 109,000 
; acres will be planted, and assuming 
about the usual abandonment of 7 
I to 10 per cent, approximately 98,000 
(to 102,000 acres will be harvested. 

I If nearly the same percentages pre- 
! vail as last year, then about 80 per 
i cent of the planted area, or 87,000 
i acres will be irrigated and about 20 
per cent, or 22,000 acres, non-irri- 
gated. In 1923 there were approxi¬ 
mately 118,000 acres planted and 
110,000 acres harvested of which 81 
per cent were on irrigated land and 
19 per cent non-irrigated. 

Of the 63 counties in Colorado 
more than one-third, or 23 in num¬ 
ber, last year planted over a thou¬ 
sand acres of potatoes each. Weld 
j County ranked highest with approx- 
I imately 34,000 acres, Rio Grande 
i second with about 16,000 acres and 
I Montrose third with nearly 11,000 
I acres. These counties also repre- 
' sent the three most important po- 
i tato growing districts — northern 
Colorado or Greeley section, West- 
, ern Slope, and the San Luis Valley, 
j The Inquiry and report on pros- 
■ pective potato planting is made at 
this time in order that farmers thru- 
out the state may have some knowl¬ 
edge of the trend of the potato busi¬ 
ness, and if they so desire may in¬ 
crease or decrease their planting ac¬ 
cordingly.—W. W. Putnam, Colora¬ 
do Agricultural Statistician, U. S. 
Division of Crop and Livestock Esti¬ 
mates.

CONEJOS COUNTY 
FARM NOTES 

(By Bert Minor, County Extension 
Agent.) 

Potatoes and Paper 
That would be some combination 
all right. But it seems to have work¬ 
ed in other places, so why not here. 
June 1 is the last day on which ap¬ 
plications will be received by the 
state horticlulturist, for inspection 
of fields of potatoes for certifications 
of seed. Blanks will be available 
at the office of the county agent. A 
fee of $5.00 must accompany the 
applications. Plots of one acre or 
more will be Inspected at the proper 
time by state inspectors. If you 
wish to improve your potatoes, now 
is the time to start doing it, whether 
you have them inspected or not. Put 
in an acre or more of the best seed 
you can get, give them proper care, 
select the best seed from this acre 
this fall and plant it next year for 
seed. Keep up this selection and 
planting each year and improve your 
spuds as much as posstbte.—If yor 
are going to have your seed pota¬ 
toes certified, get an application 
blank this week and send It in before 
i t is too late. 

Do AVe Need More People? 
Would this county and valley be 
better off if five or ten thousand 
people were to come in and settle 
here? Think of it and decide for 
yourself. A movement is now on 
foot to advertise this valley and 
county in places where many tour¬ 
ists pass, with the idea in mind of 
setting before them, fairly, the op¬ 
portunities and advantages of this 
country. Exhibits of crops, pictures 
of livestock or other features of the 
country will be needed to make up 
such an exhibit. If you have good 
grain, clover, spuds, vegetables or 
anything that might be used in this 
work, let the county agent know 
about it at once. Keep in mind this 
matter, so that when harvest time 
arrives you will not forget to save 
some grain or other crops for ex¬ 
hibition purposes. If you know of 
any one who has some very good 
pictures of the crops or resources of 
the country let us know about it, as 
everything will be needed. If we 
do not advertise this valley, people 
will not know about the advantages 
and opportunites. If we are to 
make a success of this valley we 
must advertise and keep it up all 
the time. You will need to do your 
part in this work to make it a real 
success. Get busy and see what you 
can do. Don’t wait for someone to 
ask you to do something. 

Fanners Take a Vacation 
Some say that a farmer should 
stay on the farm all the time. Why 
should he stay there any more than 
the business man stays in his store 
all the time or the mechanic sticks 
to his work all the time? A vaca¬ 
tion has been defined as a “change 
of occupation” either temporary or 
permanent. Do not the farmers 
need a change sometimes to let them 
see the other side of things? Would 
it not be a good thing for all of us 
if we could get out and forget our¬ 
selves for a week and see what the 
other fellow is doing or planning on 
doing? This summer you will have 
an opportunity to take a week off 
and see what the Colorado Agricul¬ 
tural College and Experiment Sta¬ 
tion is doing and trying to do for 
you. July 14 to 19 at Port Collins, 
Farmers Week will be held. Men of 
wide experience will be there to talk 
with you on farm matters. Plan to 
go and make the most of it. It is 
your college. Why don’t you get 
what is coming to you out of it?

SHEDDING COTTONWOODS 

CONTROLLED BY SPRAYING 


Shedding cottonwoods can be con- | 
trolled by spraying, says the U. S. l 
Forest Service. The blossoms are ^ 
easily killed by a weak acid solution ? 
before they ripen into the annoying ! 
crop of cotton common to localities 
■where this tree is used for shade and 
ornamental planting. 

The success of this discovery re¬ 
cently demonstrated by W. H. Long 
of the Bureau of Plant Industry, is 
based on the peculiar habit of the 
cottonwood to send out its incon¬ 
spicuous cotton-producing blossoms 
about a week before the leaves. At 
this time it is possible to kill these 
blossoms with a spray of 2 per cent 
sulphuric acid solution without any 
ill effect on the leaves, which are! 
still enclosed in the buds. 

A power pump is used, and the 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, was be-, 
cost per tree in a recent trial in 
tween 25c and 30c. "While no in¬ 
jury to the tree need be feared, it is 
necessary to prevent harmful effect 
tering it just before and again im- 
cn the lawn grass beneath by wa- 
mediately after spraying the trees. 
The parts of the spray pump thru 
which the acid passes must be brass, 
copper or some other non-corrodible 
metal instead of iron. Moreover, the 
operator should wear old clothes or 
a rubber suit, and wash his hands 
and face immediately after the oper¬ 
ation to prevent injury to the skin. 

Only the female or pistillate trees 
produce cotton and need to be spray¬ 
ed. The flowers of these trees are 
borne in greenish clusters, some¬ 
what resembling the flowers of 
grapes. The male or staminate trees 
may be recognized by their finger- 
like clusters of purplish flowers, 
blossoms, but with the exception of

CARE OF BROOD SOW AND 

PIGS DURING SUMMER 


After the pigs are born the sow 
should not have anything but water 
for the first twenty-four to thirty- 
six hours. For the first feed a hand¬ 
ful of bran in a little lukewarm wa¬ 
ter is good. A mixture of bran 10 
lbs., shorts 25 lbs., ground grain 
55 lbs., and tankage 10 lbs. makes 
a suitable ration for a sow in milk. 
In feeding a brood sow in milk it 
should be kept in mind that the re¬ 
quirements are the same as for a 
dairy cow in milk. At first only a 
light feed should be given, as a 
heavy feed will unduly stimulate the 
milk flow, making it more than 
the pigs can use at first. The 
ration should be increased grad¬ 
ually, so that the sow will be 
getting a full feed at about the end 
of two weeks after farrowing. The 
The appetite of the sow suckling a 
good healthy litter is a pretty safe 
guide to follow. She will usually 
lose weight with the best of feeding. 

As soon as the pigs are a day or 
two old they should be out in the 
'sunshine, as it is well known that 
sunshine has a very beneficial effect 
on the little pigs. Because of the 
exercise as well as the feed which 
they get there is no better place for 
them than an alfalfa pasture. The 
sow and the litter should be moved 
on the alfalfa as soon as it is up 
three or four inches; they should 
also be provided with a colony house 
for sleeping quarters. 

I If an examination is made at the 
time of birth it will be found that 
'the pigs have on each side small 
i short black tusks called needle teeth 
j with which they often injure each 
i other as well as the sow’s teats. 

I These should be cut off with a small 
pair of forceps, care being taken not 
to lacerate the gums. 

When the pigs are three or four 
days old it will be noticed that they 
are taking an interest in their moth¬ 
er’s feed, and this should be encour¬ 
aged by fixing a creep for them, so 
that they can be given feed which 
will not be disturbed by the sow. 
Pigs handled in this way will he 
very easy to wean. If it Is the plan 
to raise two litters a year the pigs 
should be weaned at about eight 
weeks of age. Where only one lit¬ 
ter a year is the practice the pigs 
need not be weaned until ten weeks 
of age. If properly fed they will 
usually wean themselves by this 
time.—H. H. Smith, Assistant Pro¬ 
fessor. Animal Husbandry, C. A. C.
